Order Is Postponed 


Vitamin-Rich_ Bread Cannot Be) Friend Of Man Has A Very Keen 


Obtained For Some ‘Time ~ 

A two-month postponement of in- 
troduction of ‘vitamin-rich flour and 
bread under standards approved by 
the Dominion government has been 
proposed by the Canadian milling 
industry because of. the difficulty of 
making machinery adjustments and 
other changes, it was learned.
